FIRE AT CONEY ISLAND, 


New York Summer Resort Visited by 
a Conflagration. 

New York, May 29.—Coney Island, 
the playground of New York, suffered 
the worst fire disaster of its history 
early yesterday. Dreamland, the larg- 
est of the amusement parks, was wip- 
ed out, and four blocks adjoining, 
covered with booths, restaurants, ho- 
tels, moving picture theatres and re- 
sorts of various types, were destroyed. 

The fire broke out at 2 o'clock in the 
morning and was not under control 
until three hours and a half later. 
The loss will amount to between $2,- 
000,000 and $3,000,000. 

In all about two hundred buildings 
were burned down and perhaps two 
thousand persons—concessionists and 
employes—were turned into the streets 
homeless and penniless. No lives were

Their influ- 
ence in this part of our, Empire 1s 
probably more direct and far-reaching 
thin anywhere else. The New Zealand 
Parliament was the first in the world 
to recognize the political equality of 
men and women, and in 1893 women 
were granted the right to vote at all 
sloct:c. for members of the House 
ot Representatives, the qualifications 
being the same for both sexes. Woman 
may not, however, be elected as mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives. 
‘The University of New Zealand can 
also claim the glory of being the first 
within the British Empire to grant 
wenen cegrees.

And with 
each successive year the gain is less 
and less until maturity 3 reached 
Why is the gain less each year? And 
why does it finally cease ultogether? 

The reason is that the absorbing 
surfaces inside the stomech and intes- 
tines do not and in the nature of 
things cannot grow proportionately to 
the growth of the body as a whole. 
During the first year of growth the 
child’s body becomes approximately 
three times as large as it was at birth,

Gamble In Persia. 

“The turquoise mines of Persia are 
situated some hundreds of feet up a 
low range of hills which are of a 
magenta hue, and the one we visited 
was entered by a tiny iron grille. 
Once inside,” says a writer in The 
Wide World Magazine, “we scrambled 
down over very rough rocks at a later- 
al gallery, at the end of which, by the 
uncertain light of evil-smelling earth- 
enware lamps, the quarrying was in 
full swing. 

“Two gangs, each composed of three 
or four men, were knocking off pieces 
of the rock and then roughly break- 
ing them up. This operation having 
been completed, boys carried the ore 
up to the surface. After observing this 
very primitive method of mining we 
were next taken up to a point above 
the mine and were treated to an ex- 
plosion to illustrate the Persian way 
of blasting. 

“This, much to our relief, passed 
off without any accident and we then 
returned to the village to witness the 
operation of sorting the turquoises. 
ihe contents of the bags were poured 
into shallow circular pans, into which 
water was run, The fragments were 
then worked by the feet of gangs of 
boys under the charge of two men 
armed with long switches. 

‘After perhaps half an hour of this 
treatment fresh water was run in ard 
the turquoises examined. This pro- 
cess is repeated three times, and then 
the turquoises, which are still in the 
rock, are sorted into sealed bags and 
sent into Meshed. There consignments 
are purchased and the stones are 
ground by professional polishers. 

“It is only at this stage that the 
value of the stones can be in any way 
estimated, and purchasing bags of ore 
is a speculation which ts occasionally 
indulged in by all classes and condi- 
tions of people, the Persians being 
particularly fond of anything in the 
way of a gamble.”

The remains were tak- 
en to Fletcher Saturday night for in- 
terment. 


BIG FRUIT COMBINE. 


Twelve Million Dollar Organization Is 
Forming. 

New York, June 5.—It is under- 
stood that arrangements have been 
practically perfected looking to the 
consolidation of the Atlantic Fruit 
Co., the Central American Growers & 
Transportation Co., J. Simon & Co., of 
Sama; the Simon Fruit Co. and other 
fruit and steamship concerns, in 
which Joseph Di Giorgio and asso- 
ciates are interested. 

To this end a new company is in 
process of formation, which will have 
a total authorized capital stock of 
$12,000,000.. An issue of $5,000,000 
bonds is also contemplated to acquire 
additional banana lands. 

Mr. Di Giorgio will head the new 
combination, the title of which, it is 
said, will be the Atlantic Fruit & 
Steamship Co., with headquarters in 
this city. . 

As a result of the consolidation the 
company will own a line of steamers, 
which will be increased from time to 
time, according to the needs of the 
company. New York and Baltimore 
capitalists are understood to be asso- 
ciated with the new enterprise. Per- 
manent organization is likely to be 
perfected in the early future.

Englishman Commits Terrible Crime 
In New Westminster. 

New Westminster, B.C., June 5.— 
Henry Jobes, machinist’s helper, 427 
Fourth street, murdered his wife early 
yesterday morning. The murder was 
| discovered by his son, William Jobes, 
who, when he went to work in the 
morning, heard his father had bought 
a revolver the previous day. He im- 
mediately hurried home. Entering the 
house he was horrified to see his moth- 
er lying dead on the floor, a pool of 
blood being by her head, from which 
it had poured from three bullet 
wounds, one under the right ear and 
one in each temple. 

The physicians who examined the 
body stated death was instantaneous.

Jobes 
has not yet beengarrested, but the 
police expect he will start drinking 
and be found in some barroom. He 
is about 50 years of age and came here 
from England March 1.

STRIKE IN VANCOUVER. 


Carpenters Fail to Sccure a Sympathe- 
tic Walk-Out. < 


Vancouver, June 5.—With the street 
tailway men declining to join in the 
sympathetic strixe, that was to tie up 
the town, the outlook for the general 
“cessation of labor’’ to-day was some- 
what dampened. Because the employ- | 
ers were able to fill the places of the 
striking carpenters with non-union 
men and start an open shop in Van- 
couver, leaders of the carpenters and 
allied trades called on fellow unionists 
in every trade represented in the 52 
unions affiliated with the Trades and 
Labor Council to stop work on June 
5. To tie up the town the unionists 
leaders declared that they would stop 
the street cars and-have electric light 
and power turned off. But the street 
railway men voted ten to one against 
joining the strike, chiefly because 
they had recently closed a satisfac- 
tory three-year agreement with the 
British Columbia Electric Co., and 
by it were required to give thirty 
days’ notice of a strike. <

COTTON PICKING MACHINE. 


A Remarkable Invention and the Won- 
*derful Work It Does, 

“Mechanism has at last been inyent- 
ed which appears to solve the problem 
of barvesting cotton by machinery, as 
the harvester operated by steam, gas- 
oline and horse power performs the 
work on the wheat farms of the west, 
one of them doing the work of a bhun- 
dred or nrore human laborers,” says 
the Scientific American. “There is an 
important difference between picking 
cotton and harvesting the grain, The 
grain harvester goes over the field 
cutting down every stock, The cotton | 
machine is so adjusted that it picks 
only the bolls that are ripe or fit for 
harvesting and leaves those which are 
not matured. 

’“In one fleld a month or more may 
elapse before all of the plants are 
ready for picking, and for this reason 
it is necessary to cover the ground at 
least twice by the machine. It oper- 
ates so rapidly and is so efficient that 
the percentage of ripe cotton left after 
fhe machine bas done its work is in- 
significant as compared with the great 
Waste which results ‘from careless 
picking by the negroes. 

“The machine picks about ten 
pounds of seed cotton a minute, or 
6,000 pounds a day of ten hours, if 
kept running continuously, or 5,400 
pounds a day, allowing 10 per cent 
for stoppage. On the first trip it gath- 
ers 90 per cent of the ripe cotton, and 
the remaining 10 per cent is picked 
ou the second trip. 

“This remarkable invention may be 
called the life work of Angus Camp- 
bell, a Scotch inventor, who for many 
years bas lived in Texas and has 
made a study of plans to economize 
the gathering of cotton by portable 
machinery.”

Did a race of giants exist anywhere 
ov earth before man began to write 
fragmentary history on stone in 
strange hieroglyphi¢s and symbols? 

Painters have pictured the man of 
enormous stature, as though he were 
renl, and Gulliver lived with him tn 
the famous satire and Jack killed him 
in the no less famous fairy tale. But 
the scientific searcher, traveling in 
many lund: from the period when the 
flight cf time was first set down in 
orderly fashion, lost him in the maze: 
of antiquity. Just now science is 
again asking, “What of the giants?” 
becnuse of a recent critical examina- 
tion of the colossal s:atues on Easter 
Island which for centuries have been 
world. mysteries. 

Quite apart fron’ the statues them- 
selves there is a mystery in the situ- 
ation, writes a correspondent. Why 
did the men who erected these re- 
markable monoliths set them up cn 
an island of the South seas no bigger 
than the island of Manhattan?

Half the country and half the popu- 
lation have never been the Sultan’s. 
4 ae native language distinguishes be- 
tween the “Maghzen’s country” and 
the ‘country of independence,” the 
territory of those tribes that are ac- 
customed to do as they please. In 
the lands “of the Maghzen,”’ where 
the Sultan is theoretically supreme, 
his administration is little more than 
a system of plunder, for the practice 
is to sell all posts of authority and 
to leave the purchaser to exact money 
from the people in any way they 
choose and by any means they please 
until the Sultan or his vizier sells the 
post to a new purchaser, who repeats 
the same process of arbitrary extor- 
tion. There is thus in Morocco no se- 
curity for person or property, and no 
chance of development, industrial, 
commercial or political. 

The Sultan cannot conquer the in- 
dependent tribes, and if they were to 
bring about his fall some chief would 


fewor falks than attend a matinee in 
an ‘mprican city. They are of the

Buster Isiand lies at the south- 
eastern extremity of Polynesia, near- 
ly 2.500 miles from South America.

After a 
f-shion they look like gigantic dinin 
1 bles or council tables around whose 
four sides might have sat ‘prehistoric 
chieftains upon stone chairs either to 
feast or plan the overthrow of other 
tribes of giants. On the tand sides 
of these great tables the earth was 
oree stone terraced, and here and 
there upon the terrace stood imaces 

rudely carved to represent human 
bodies. One of these images was 37 
feet high, Its weight was many tons. 

Without the aid of mechanical ap- 
Pliances they could not have been 
moved to and set up on this terrace 
unless there were giant workmen in 
that long-ago day whose breadth of. 
back and strength of arm measured 
to the needs of the work in hand,

Thus the difficulty is that if France 
acted in Morocco with the energy of 
which she is capable she might at any 
moment receive an ultimatum from 
Germany. Accordingly she has to 
limit her action to what will not give 
umbrage to her neighbor, which 
means that she is debarred from do- 
ing anything thoroughly, although she 
feels bound by her past relations with 
Morocco, and even by the act of Al- 
geciras, to exert herself, within the! 
limit deseribed, to support a Sultan 
and to induce him to govern not too 
monstrously.

It throws upon life at the very out- 
set a highly colored artificial light that 
robs a young girl of a proper sense of 
values and blinds her to the soft shad- 
ows of fine feeling.

Saner, better. sweeter things 
will come to take iueir place, ‘The 
pleasure that sacrifices one’s dignity, 
the success that kills a secret ideal, 
the good time that leayes the tiniest 
spot on a girl's standard of conduct,

A convention of the temperance 
workers of Hastings Counts was held 
Monday afternoon in the city hall for 
the purpose of organisation.

local option campaign be inuugurated 
as speedily as possible with a view to 
submitting the by-law in January, 
1912,”

Records of dairy cows are always ot 
j interest, not only to the owner who is 
| anxious to increase the yield, but also 

to neighboring dairymen who desire 
some standard whereby to check the 
production of their cows, In Aprilthe 
yield of 10 cows near Birnam, Ont., 
was 383 pounds of butter fat ; but from 
records to hand from the cow testing 
association near Bobcaygeon, Ont., it 
is seen that it took 21 cows, inore than 
twice as many,to produce just as much 
butter fat. 

In «a year or two the man with these 
poor cows will probably have got his 
herd up to nearly double their present 
capacity because he will know for cer- 
tiin which cows ave not worth ke p- 
ing. 

Dairy farmers in all provinces have 
done this, some are now getting nearly 
three times as much milk and fat as 
they used to obtain before they deter- 
mined to gather information as to 
which poor cows were sheltering them- 
selves, coward fashion, behind either a 
fair herd average or a heavy yield from 
one or two extra good cows in the 
herd ; such, for instance, as a seven- 
year-old grade cow near Woodstock,

Toronto, June 12—The much her- 
alded return of William J. Lindsay, 
who acted as stock selling agent for 
the defunct Farmers’ Bank, has at 
last come to pass. Saturday morning, 
while police court was still in pro- 
gress, he walked into Inspector of 
Detectives Duncan’s office and gave 
himself up to face the charges w. ich 
have been laid against him in con- 

nection with the bank. 

He is charged with conspiring with 
the provisional directors, J. R. Strat- 
ton, M.P., C. H. Smith and Dr. Beat- 
tie Nesbitt, to secure the certificate of 
the Treasury Board of Canada enabl- 
ing the bank to. commence business. 
On Saturday no one seemed to know 
exactly his position in this matter, No 
available record showed whether he 
had been indicted with the others by 
the grand jury of the assizes in May. 
The cases of the others are traversed 
to the next sittings of that court. 

Mr. Corley, however, made an order 
for bail in the sum of $4,000 and 
Lindsay’s own bond in that amount.

Wear it as a 
Symbol of the most illustrious order, 
never to be forgotten or laid aside, 
that thereby thou mayst be admon- 
ished to be courageous, and, having 

undertaken any just war in which 
thou shalt be engaged, that thou 
anayst stand firm, valiantly, fight suc- 
cessfully and conquer.”

The Austrian and German Alpine 
clubs bave just published statistics 
sbowing that between 1901 and 1910 
inclusive 886 Alpinists lost their lives 
in the central Alps of Wurope, an ay- 
erage of nearly 100 a year. In 1909 
there were 144 climbers killed and in 
1910 100, not including twenty-eight 
persons who met their death while 
picking edelweiss.

A brief summary of the story of the 
ten tribes and their sin is found in 
verse 21 of our lesson chapter in these 
words, “He rent Israel from the house 
of David, and they made 
the son of Nebat, king, and Jeroboam 
drave Israel from following the Lord 
and made them sin a great sin.”

| whole lesson today is a summary of

| There was not one good ruler among 
| them all, nor any real turning to the 
Lord, though He sent them from time 
to time as His messengers to plead 
with them, the nnnimed man of God 
from Judah and the prophets Ahljah, 
Elijah, Micaiah, Elisha, Jonah, Hosea, 
Amos and Oded. The record of their 
persistent rebellion and sin is given 
briefly in verses 14 to 18 of our lesson 
| chapter, and what a record it Is! They 
would not hear, did not believe in the 
Lord their God, rejected His statutes, 
left all His commandments, followed 
vanity and became yain, sold them- 
' selves to do evil in the sight of the 
|Lord. The record concerning Judah 
,over a hundred years later reads thus: 
“They mocked the messengers of God 
jand despised THis words and misused 
| His prophets until the wrath of the 
Ilis people till 
remedy” (II Chron. 


| Lord arose against

Lust days have always been times of 
rreat tebellion against God, as were 
the days of Noah before the flood 
(Gen. vi, 5, 11, 12), and, aceording to 
the testimony of our Lord Jesus, such

'better one of peace and righteousness. 
|The warning as to what would come 
{npon them If they turned-away from 
| the Lord an] served other gods Is writ- 
ten very plainly In Deut. iv, 25-27, and 
elsewhere, and, though the purpose of 
|God may be delayed, whether for mer- 
ey or judgment, it cannot be frustrated 
| (Isa, xiv, 24). God gives many a warn- 
{ng before He finally lets the stroke 
fall, In the days of the king preced- 
Ing Hoshea a king of Assyria carried 
{away many captives (chapter xv, 29), 
but the warning was not heeded. 

This was probably the Sargon of 
Isa. xx, 1. On what Is known as Sar- 
gon's cylinder, exhumed from Nineveh, 
are found these words, “I besieged the 
clty of Samaria and took it. 1 carried 
| ot 27,280 of the citizens. I chose fifty 
ehariots for myself from the whole 
number taken. All the other property 
of the people of the town I left for my 
|servants to take. In the place of those 
jaken into captivity I sent thither in- 
habitants of Jands conquered by me 
and Imposed the tribute on them whieh 
|I require from Assyrians.” This reads 
| very mucb like verse 24 of our lesson 
| chapter, and the following verses tell 
how this mixed multitude under the 
teaching of one of the priests of Israel 
llearned to fear the Lord and serve 
thelr own gods after the manner 
of the nations (verse 33). “They fear- 
{ed the Lord and served their graven

This duty cannot; it dare not 
be neglected without danger to the 
public peace, If our children be left 
uninstructed there is a serious danger 
that, when they grow to manhood 
and are called upon to fill the various 
positions in\the body politic which, in 
a democratic country like Canada, 
every citizen is legally qualified to fill, 
there will be either grave miscarriages 
of justice through gross ignorance of 
_ the nature and purpose of our institu- 
tions, or they will become easy dupes 
of designing men clothed with a petty 
ephemeral power. 

We believe that it is an admitted 
fact that the nation that is best edu- 
cated is the foremost nation in the 
world to-day, or will be to-morrow. 
In view of this fact it is the duty of 
every citizen in every legitimate way 
to urge upon the state the adoption of 
any plan or system that will best con- 


duce to the highest education of its 
people. Now, it is a fact beyond dis- 
pe that the removal of the Model 
chool from Madoc has been followed 
by a very considerable degree of in- 
crease in the cost of education in the 
county of Hastings, and a correspond- 
ing lessening of the efficiency of the 
teaching: in other words, we have 
paid more and got less. The removal 
of the Model School from here has 
been followed by not only an increase 
of taxes, but by such an additional ex- 
ense to eet who wish to educate 
heir children for the teaching profes- 
sion as to make it in many cases 
actually prohibitive. The closing of 
this avenue to a bettering of the posi- 
tion of the sons and daughters of the 
less wealthy class is having a detri- 
mental effect on the attendance at our 
High School, and may in time lead to 
a closing of its doors, or at least to an 
impairment of its efficiency through a 
lessening of its staff, 

It therefore behooves the people of 
this district to endeavor to secure the 
re-establishment of a Model School in 
this village,

A single gun fired at 5.45 o’clock 
Signaled ise commencement of the 
preliminaries. The Abbe Larebourg 
was just finishing the mass which, by 
order of the Archbishop of Paris he 
was celebrating at an improvised altar 
in one of the aeroplane hangars for 
some of the aviators, who desired spir- 
itual preparation for the perils of the 
day. M. Lemartin, who within the 
hour was dying, wa3 among those who 
me kneeling for blessing and consola- 
ion. 

- Lemartin’s aeroplane had ‘reached 
the woods a quarter of a mile beyond 
the barriers when it was observed to 
pitch _swiftly downward into the 
trees. Lemartin was using a biplane, 
which was broken badly as it fell at 
the foot of an oak treet A corner of 
the motor struck the aviator’s head, 
crushing his skull, and his right leg 
also was fractured in two places. The 
aviator was barely olive when he was 
taken away by Red Cross surgeons, 
whose stations surrounded the field. 
The erowds removed their hats sol- 
emnly as the wounded aviator was 
carried past or as word passed among 
the people that he was dead. Lemar- 
tin was alive when he reached the 
hospital, but exp a few minutes 
afterwards. ;

lives and breathes and which does not. 
By several connoisseurs in art this 
wooden figure has been pronounced 
the most perfect and buman image of 
Masakich! bas faith- 
fully reproduced every scar, vein and 
wrinkle to be seen on bis own body. 
The figure is composed of 2,000 pieces 
of wood doyetniled and jointed with 
such wonderful skill that no seams 
ean be detected.

DEAR Srr,—The following is a syn- 
opsis of the address on the * Basis of 
Union,” deliyered at the recent Bay of 
Quinte Conference by the pastor of 
the Eldorado Methodist church, who is 
supported in his position by some of 
the strongest men in Canadian Meth- 
odism. ~ 
Mr. President :—Let it be declared 
with ringing emphasis that we are in 
erfect accord with the proposed 
Tnion of the Congregational, Presby- 
terian and Methodist churches of Can- 
ada, but we do not agree with the 
Basis” submitted for our considera- 
ion. 
ucWhether it be a fortune or a calam- 
ity, I was not born a Methodist, but a 
good Presbyterian of the Old School ; 
and if like the chameleon, a man takes 
on the semblance of his early sur- 
roundings and environment, then I 
may be pardoned if my remarks seem 
a little rough and ragged, and smell of 
the far-away heather. To the un- 
thinking and careless observer then it 
might seem a most reasonable thing, 
‘that I should be one of the first nen 
in this Conference to cast his vote for 
the “Basis;” for ‘mid the rugged 
grandeur of the Scottish hills stands 
the cottage in which I lisped my earli- 
est prayer at the knee of my Presby- 
terian mother. 7 
But it was at this point in my boy- 
hood’s experience that one of the doc- 
trines laid down in the said ** Basis 
seemed to grate most seriously on my 
moral and spiritual nerves. In those 
early days my plastic mind received 
the impression that God was the stern 
ruler of the universe, that somewhere 
in space He sat enthroned mid fearfal 
thunder-clouds, that. his throne was 
marble, not mercy, and that his flain- 
ing arrows. winged with wrath, might 
dart from his iron bow at any moment 
against the reprobate millionsof whom 
I myself might be a member, When 
the rattling thunder crashed along the 
peaks of Old Ben Nevis, and the light- 
nings flung a weird and borrid glare 
on the eternal snows of his rugged 
crest, I heard in the thunder’s roar the 
voice of God and in the lightning’s 
flash saw the gleam of the Eternal 
Eye, thus I grew up to be afraid of 
‘od. : 
But, Sir, coming to your beautiful 
Canada at the early age of nine years, 
I met that elect lady, the Methodist 
Church. She opened for me the New 
Testament, where I saw a face of won- 
drous beauty and love. It was the 
face of the Christ. He smiled, and a 
heavenly condescension graced his 
lips. He spoke, and his voice was as 
the sound of some rich instrument, 
most strangely sweet. His counten- 
ance bore the impress of the Divine 
touched with the opening innocence of 
perfect childhood. A  far-beaming 
blaze of majesty emanated from his 
whole being, but I was notafraid. To 
look upon that glorious personage was 
tolove him. ‘ He that hath seen me 
hath seen the Father,” were his own 
words, and they kindled within me the 
burning question: Is that face, that 
voice, that matchless beaving,the face, 
the voive and the express image of 
God? If the Christ of the New Testa- 
ment be the God of the Old, then his 
nature and his name is Love. 
Having hinted, Sir, at the doctrine 
found in Art. IIL of the ‘ Basis” to 
which I object. it may be well to state 
the objectionable clause, and it is ae 
follows: '* We believe that in the eter- 
nal, wise and loving purpose of God 
all events are embraced,” Let us in 
the fear of God examine this article of 
faith. If all event’s are embraced in 
God's eternal purpose, then they must 
be embraced in the Divine plan, But 
the Divine plan is an expression of the 
Divine will. It follows, then, that 
God wills all events in time and eter- 
nity. Now wars, famines, pestilence, 
idolatries, murders and superstitions, 
are events in human history, and they 
are all planned and willed of God. A 
flaming host buvled from the battle- 
ments of heaven asad and desolated 
Eden, (if the critics have left any trace 
of the garden) a blood-dyed OCunaan 


would the Presbyterian church itself 
require a man to subscribe to such a 
monstrosity. To bridge the chasm be- 
tween ©. lvinism and Armenianism ‘s 
surely a matter for earnest prayer and 
deepest thought. For generations 
past our theological tutors have been 
drawing a line clear and distinct be- 
tween those two great doctrines. Hu- 
man Freedom and the Sovereignty of 
God, like the Incarnation, the Trinity 
and the Atonement, have stood like 
mountain peaks in the background ot 
eternity wrapped in mystery. But 
now the mountain-moving touch of a 
magic wand reduces these mighty sum- 
mits to a verdant hillock, which be- 
comes the sporting ground ot any 
school-boy. ye no longer contem- 
plate these mysteries with bowed head 
and trembling thought. 

But, if we are asked to state our be- 
lief in this regard we answer at once 
that an Infinite and Eternal Being can- 
not be limited to pastor future, for 
with bim all time and all eternity is 
one eternal Now. ‘Before Abraham 
was I ain,” were the words of Christ. 
And let us bear in mind that nowhere 
in God’s Word do we find these two 
doctrines reconciled, Our dim eye 
cannot bear this light ineffable. 

But, Sir, there is another question 
which rises at this point, and that is, 
the right of this Conference to vote on 
this question without first haying the 
yoice of our peoplein thermatter. We

He 
looks too big, and is known to be a 
sentimentalist. Moonstruck people, 
too, are unreliable. Therefore Baers 
attributes are to be welcomed, even 
though, according to the rhyme known 
as “Mad Tom of Bedlam,’’ his wisdom 
was but slender, even in mundane 
matters:

seized on the night of August 2tst, 
1886, a year before he abdicted, and 
carried off into Russian territory, un- 
til the protests which reached the 
Czar from nearly every foreign court} 
in Europe led him, a few days later, 
to order the Prince’s release and safe 
conduct to the frontier, The cause ot 
the kidnapping was to be found in 
the fact that Prince Alexander, who 
owed his election to the rulership of 
Bulgaria to the backing of Russie 
refused to redeem certain promi 
which he had made to Alexander ITT 
nd his Government. Doubtless it 
was hoped to force the prince to keep 
his promises by a period of captivity. 
As a matter of fact, it has often been 
said that he abdicted because of a 
pledge extorted from, him by his kid- 
nappers while he was in their hands. 
A remarkable story of how the 
Fenians plotted to kidnap Queen 
Victoria on the occasion of her visit 
to Ire!and.in the autumn of 1849 was 
revealed at the trial of John O'Leary, 
the famous Fenian leader, who died. 
in Dublin a year or two ago. Tho 
plan was to kidnap the Queen whilst | 
she was visiting the country seats of 
the Duke of Leinster and seyeral 
other Irish noblemen, and carry Her 
Majesty off to some fastness in the 
Wicklow Mountains, there to hoid 
jer prisoner until her ransom was 
aid in the form of Home Rule fer 
Tt svas a wild-cat scheme, 
ut would nevertheleds have been 
arried out had it not been for the 
udden illness of one of the leaders 
f the plot. 

Louis II., King of Bavaria, 
redecessor of the present mad King 
Otto, in 1886 conceived a plot for kid- 
apping the present King of Italy. 
King Louis’s idea was to capture the 
young Crown Prince, as he then was, 
and to carry him off across the border 
to some remote ecas'le of the Bavarian 
Tyrol, and keen him there in captiv- 
ity until his father, the late King 
Humbert, consented to restore Rome 
to the Papacy and to withdraw from 
the “ternal City." It was really 
the discovery of this plot which lel 
the Bavarian Cabinet to place King 
Louis under restraint.

When quite dry beat to a pulp 
Melt four tablespoonfuls of butter and 
cook in it four (ablespoonfuls of corn 
starch. Add gradually the apple pulp 
and the yol of four ¢ beaten 
slightly. Cook over hot water until 
the eggs are set, then put aside to 
eool. Shape into cylinder croquettes, 
dip into egg and crumbs and fry in 
deep, hot fat. If you do not wish to 
use so many eggs, three will do by 
substituting more cornstarch, a table- 
spoonful for each egg, or if you have 
stale sponge cake or macaroons or 
toasted biscuit substitute these for 
the eggs and cornstarch. The mix- 
ture should be as soft as you enn han- 
dle conveniently, These are delicious 
served with a roast of pork or goose. 


Spanish Nougat. 

Ingredients are one and a half cup 
fuls of brown sugar, one-half cupful 
pale sirup, one-balf cupful water, white 
of one egg, one teaspoonful vanilla, one 
eupful chopped mixed nut kernels, 
Boil sugar, sirup and water, stirring 
gently occasionally, When cooked sut- 
ficiently to reach the “soft ball” stage 
remove the mixture from immediate 
heat and beat the white of the eggs 
to a stiff white froth until it can be 
eut through with a knife without 
breaking. On to this pour gently half 
the above mixture, beating it up con- 
stantly, he other half of the sirup 
still in the pan must now be boiled 
until on dropping some into cold water 
it becomes brittle, then beat this also 
into the half with the egg mixture. 
Now add flavoring and nuts. Haye 
ready a pan lined well with waved 
paper and into this pour the mixture 
and allow it to get cold before cutting 
in cubes. 


A Good Dessert. 
Souffle of Apples With a Border of 
Rice.—Prepare the rice in cream, ete., 


‘as for rice cnke, and keep it of a 


Strong, solid substance. Dress it round 
a buttered dish about three inches 
high; give it a nice shape, level and 
smooth. Have ready an apple marma- 
lade, yery thick. Mix with It four 
yolks of eggs well beaten, 2 small 
Piece of butter and a pinch of salt; 
warm it upon tlie stove; then take the 
whites of four eggs well whipped, mix 
very lightly with the marmalade, put 
the whole in the middle of the rice and 
set in a moderately heated oven. 
When the souflle rises high send in to 
table at once or it will fall. Some 
cooks hold a salamander over it just 
before taking into the reoim,

and two-thirds cupful of butter, add 
one egg, two-thirds teaspoonful cream 
tartar, one-third teaspoonful soda, four 
teaspoonfuls sweet milk, one teaspoon- 
ful vanilla, flour to make stiff; chill, 
roll very thin, put filling on one cooky, 
lay another oyer it; bake in quick 
oven. 

Date Filling For Filled Cookies.— 
Stew one-half pound dates and one- 
half cupful of milk and water together 
with one-half cupful sugar and one- 
half cupful shredded cocoanut till 
dates are soft. Cool before using. 


Fine Peanut Wafers, 

One quart of peanuts, one-half cup- 
ful of butter, one cupful of granulated 
sugar, one and one-half cupfuls of 
flour, two-thirds of o eupful of milk 
and one teaspoonful of yanilla, Chop 
nutmeats rather coarsely, cream the 
butter, add the sugar gradually and 
beat until very, very light. Add milk 
and flour alternately, then the vanilla, 
beating continually.

In the history of research are many 
romances, Of the discovery that ma- 
‘arla was caused by mosquitoes, it Is 
related how Dr, Low and Dr. Sam- 
bon lived in the malarious Roman 
Campagna without quinine. They re- 
tired at sunset to a mosquito proof 
hut, with double doors and windows 
of wire net, and they did not leave un- 
{il sunrise. The fact that they re- 
‘nained immune, while the attendants, 
sleeping outside, contracted malaria, 
confirmed the belief that the mos- 
quitoes were responsible 
But how did they curry the disease? 
At first it was thought to be by wu- 
ter. To settle the question Ive mos- 
quitoes which had bitten infected 
peasants were sent home and two 
Members of the school submitted to 
be bitten by them, They both went 
down with malaria. Again, how did 
the mosquitoes transmit the germ?

Montreal, June 26.—Through the 
collapse of a wharf at King Edward 
Park, a pleasure resort on Isle Gros 
Bois, 12 miles from here, between fifty 
and sixty people were jaju.ed and the 
wildest excitement caused throughout 
the city. 
The disaster occurred at 7 o’clock, 
when the wharf was packe! with hun- 


ferry boat which would carry them 
back to Montreal. 

The only warning was a crackling 
of strained timbers a few seconds be- 
fore the whole centre of the wharf 
caved in. The people tried frantical- 
ly to retreat, but so ];.-. 2 was 
crowd that escape was ‘mpossible and 
hundreds plunged downwards in tho 
midst of shattered beams and planks 
The exact nature of the accident was 
then not known and every ambulance 
}in the city was hastened to the city 
| pier, while rumors of 30 and 40 killed 
were spread everywhefe. At the park, 
meanwhile, cooler heads organized 
those who had escaped th2 cave-in 
and the victims were extricated from 
the debris, while petticoats and hand- 
kerchiefs were hurriedly torn into 
bazdages to do duty until the doctors 
should arrive. As rapidly as possible 
the injured were placed on the ferry 
boats, but it was after midnight before 
| the last of the injured had been re- 
moved to the city. 

So far no deaths have been report- 
ed, the worst cases being broken legs;

The new extension work of the 
Dairy Division, Ottawa. is causing 
many enquiries to be made. For the 
beneflt of our readers it may be ex- 
plained that officials are now located 
in Peterboro, Lanark and Oxford 
counties, Ontario; St. Hyacinthe and 
Brome, Quebec ; and at Kensingston, 
P.E.1., with a view of gathering speci- 
fic information as to the exact stand 
ing of the dairying industry in the dis- 
trict: each such district is termed a 
dairy record centre, Zach farmer 
within a certain area will be called on, 
and there will be obtained from him a 
Statement as to the number of acres 
cultivated and in pasture, the number 
of cows, the type of sire, the weight of 
milk sent to the factory, the milk 
ured at home, the cost of feed, and so 
on. When these statements are com- 
piled there will be definite and valu- 
able information for the encouvage- 
ment of other dairymen. It is intend- 
ed to follow up this work closely for 
some years hoth in these and in other 
sections, ' 

The recorders are paying special at- 
tention to the encouragement of cow 
testing in these districts ; they are al- 
ready collecting weights and tests of 
about four thousand cows, so that it is 
evident that a tremendous impetus is 


being given to cow testing by this 


new forward movement.

New Woman's College In Egypt. 

The new woman soon may be an im- 
portant factor In old Egypt. A wom- 
an’s college has been started in Cairo 
along the same general lines as an 
American or English college for girls. 
The institution was started as a part 
of a university founded two years azo 
by Prince Abmed Fuad Pasha, uncle 
of the present khedive of Egypt. The 
prince is enthusiastic about the new 
project. and, speaking of the school for 
Mussulman women, he said; “It was 
an experiment which I resolved upon 
after mature consideration, with, 1 con- 
fess, some JJttle misgiving. For an 
oriental country, where the women are 
not emancipated and where, of course, 
they still wear the face covering called 
a yashmak, this was rather venture- 
some, but I am thankful to say that 
by the blessing of Providence people 
were very little scandalized, and so 
success was assured. The young ladies 
are ordinary members of the communi- 
ty who are not intended for any pro~ 
fession. In fact, we have not as yet 
any degrees either in law or in medi- 
cine, although that will come before 
long, 1 hope, with a suitable increase _ 
of the means at our disposal. Lee- 
tures on the history of womankind, on 
motherhood. on household life, on by- 
giene, and so forth, are the staple 
items in the teaching on the female 
side, and those on motherhood I con- 
sider of vital importance, more partic- 
ularly in a country like Egypt.”
